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School officials take action against tax-base sharing

Romulus school officials are 
preparing a challenge to the re- 
cently approved tax-base shar- 
ing legislation. 

The legislation, approved by 
both the House and the Senate, 
awaits Governor John Engler’s 
signature. If the bill becomes 
law, out-of-formula school dis- 
tricts such as Romulus could 
eventually lose millions of dol- 
lars in future property tax. 


“We have asked for and have 
received an opinion from our 
attorney, and he felt that in a 
couple of areas, the legislation 
is unconstitutional,” said Dr. 
William Bedell, superinten- 
dent of Romulus Schools. "On 
top of that we’ve also figured 
out that once the money gets 
spread out over the districts, 
poorer schools will only be get- 
ting an extra $23 per pupil 
which is just a drop in the buck- 
et,” he said. “In addition, 
they’re passing a bill saying ev-

ery district has to start paying 
their social security that state 
aid used to pay so they prob- 
ably won’t even see the extra 
money.” 

Bedell would not discuss or 
elaborate on which areas the 
school attorney believed the 
new law would violate the state 
constitution. 

“I have not presented this 
opinion to our school board 
members, therefore, I am not 
at liberty to comment about it 


at this time,” he said. 

He did say, however, that a 
group of out-of-formula Oak- 
land County school districts 
announced last week that if 
tax-base sharing became the 
law of the state, they, too, 
would pursue redress in the 
courts. They claim that the 
proposed law w r ould do irrepar- 
able harm to their school dis- 
tricts. 

If the bill is signed as is ex- 
pected, the School Code will be 
amended beginning with the 


1991-92 school fiscal year. It 
will state that an out-of- 
formula school district deliver 
an amount equal to 50 percent 
of its commercial and indust- 
rial growth in state equalized 
valuation (SEV) times its 
school operating millage to the 
most populous intermediate 
school district in its region. 

Revenue collected from 
those schools schools would 
then be distributed to in- 
formula schools on a per-pupil 
basis.

Police 

patrol 

protest

Romulus police were pre- 
pared to react when called 
upon as a part of the Western 
Wayne Mutual Aid Task 
Force set up to keep militant 
gay activists under control 
during demonstrations at the 
Cracker Barrel Restaurant 
in Van Buren Township. 

Along with close to 100 
other officers from the neigh- 
boring western Wayne Coun- 
ty communities, they were 
ready, willing and able to 
handle the situation, said 
Romulus Lt. Eric Painter. 

Although he admits both 
demonstrations were emo- 
tionally charged on all sides, 
Painter believes the officers 
acted responsibly and hand- 
led the situations well. 

The initial demonstration 
was Sept. 30 at the first 
Michigan location of the 106- 
restaurant chain. There, 75 
demonstrators from the 
Cracker Barrel Protest 


Coalition gathered to protest 
the hiring practices of the 
Tennessee-based firm, 
which they claim exclude 
homosexuals. Although no 
arrests were made that day, 
there were eight made on 
Sunday after more than 100 


activists at the location and 
did not cooperate with the 
police. 

“We asked them to stay 
within a certain area for their 
own protection but they 
didn’t want to listen so we did 
use some force,” Painter 


said. There were no injuries 
reported and Painter insists 
his officers and others did a 
good job in handling the 
situation effectively. 

“We’ll just continue to do 
our job and hope that a peace- 
ful resolve can occur.”

On a clear day, you can see 
the Pontiac Silverdome and 
even on an overcast day, the 
skyline of Detroit stands clear. 

But scenic views are not the 
purpose of these windows. They 
were designed and installed for 
the express purpose of watching 
planes go by. 

Scraping the sky at 240 feet, 
the new Air Traffic Control 
Tower at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport is just about complete. 
In fact, it should be occupied 
and in full use by next spring. 


will contain two lines .and 28 
characters of imprint, and $100 
for a 8x8” brick with four lines 
and 56 imprinted characters. 

“The name and a short mes- 
sage may be inscribed on the 
bricks,” said Bill Crane, presi- 
dent-elect of the Rotary Club, 
the organization planning the 
project. 

The monument itself will 
stand about 12-feet high, 7-feet 
wide and will be located near 
the City Hall on Wayne Road. 

This two-sided granite 
memorial will be erected in 
recognition of past, present 
and future soldiers, sailors, 
airmen, coastguardsmen and 
Marines. It will be a project 


Constructed as part of the $1 
billion modernization project 
at the airport, the tower is cons- 
idered a necessity. 

“With the increase in traffic 
and modernization of the air- 
port, the new tower needed to 
be built,” said Tower Chief De- 
nnis Ragle. “With better tech- 
nology and equipment, we’ll 
need the extra room to work." 

And that’s certainly what 
they’ll get. Looming high 
above the airport, the new tow- 
er is twice the size of the ex- 
isting one. The equivalent of 
about 20 stories, the structure 
will be distinguished as the tal- 


costing in excess of $25,000, 
according to Crane. 

Although construction of the 
monument is not scheduled to 
begin until next spring, a 
ground breaking ceremony 
sponsored Sept. 23. There, two 
of the oldest veterans in Romu- 
lus removed the first shovels of 
earth showing promise of much 
more to come. 

“Unveiling of the finished 
monument is scheduled for 
July 4, 1992,” Crane said. 

The State Honor Guard, 
members of the 82nd Airborne 
and some state and local offi- 
cials are expected to be there at 
this occasion and Crane is hop- 
ing a Fourth of July parade can

“It’s a beautiful, premier 
facility and we’ll have all the 
latest in technology,” Ragle 
said. 

Connected to the tower will 
be an adjoining two-story facil- 
ity of about 30,000 square feet 
which will house a new ground 
radar system. This latest adv- 
ance is considered state-of-the- 
art radar. 

"It will be much more sensi- 
tive than the radar we have 
now and will even show weath-

2 men sentenced

An Ypsilanti man and a 
Milan man will be sentenced

Officials promote 
city composting

Fallen leaves need not find a 
home away from home. 

Solid waste managment is 
everyone’s responsibility and 
taking care of leaves, grass 
clipping and other debris is 
part of the waste stream that 
can be managed in our own 
backyards.

er displays,” Ragle said. “Be- 
cause of the new microwave 
patio stations, we’ll now even 
have the capability to transmit 
telecommunications and radar 
displays to other airports in the 
local area.” 

This will all come into play 
after what Ragle referrs to as 
an “...elaborate transition 
plan.” 

“The FAA will be bringing in 
extra equipment so that we can 
have the two towers running 
simultaneously during the time 
of transition,” Ragle said. “We 
should be able to make the 
move within an 8-hour period 
and hopefully, it will be an in- 
visible, transparent move as 
far as operations are con- 
cerned.” 

Another words, service will 
be uninterrupted and no delays 
are expected at the time of 
transition. 

“The old tower will then be 
occupied by county operations 
people,” Ragle said. 

The new tower will cost about 
$10.3 million and is just one of 
the 164 projects that make up 
the $1 billion modernization 
project. 

Following is a list of prop- 
osed projects and those cur- 
rently under construction: - 
An Aircraft Rescue and Fire- 
fighting Facility which is ex- 
pected to be complete by the 
end of this year at an estimated 
cost of $4.5 million. 

-A Guardian Industries Han- 
gar expected to be completed 
by the end of this year at a cost 
of about $1.75 million. 

-An airfield maintenance 
complex which is expected to 
be completed by 1992 at an esti- 
mated cost of $11 million. 


-A 3,200-space Parking Deck 
which should open before the 
end of the year priced at an 
estimated $36.8 million. 

-A south access road sche- 
duled to be completed in 1996 at 
an estimated cost of $115 mil- 
lion. 

Projects projected for future 
construction include: -A 
crosswind runway along wet- 
land mitigation is scheduled 
for construction this year 
through 1993 at an estimated 
cost at completion of $92.8 mil- 
lion. 

-A fourth parallel runway 
(which will include road reloca- 
tions and property acquisition) 
to begin in 1994 with expected 
completion in 1995 at an esti- 
mated cost of $75.6 million. 


-An airfield lighting and 
monitoring project scheduled 
to begin this year and to be 
completed in 1994 with an esti- 
mated cost of $12.3 million. 

-A southwesters extension of 
Taxiway “Fox” scheduled for 
next year with a projected cost 
of $0.5 million.

-And the new “Terminal of 
the Future,” a terminal com- 
plex which may begin con- 
struction in 1992 to be com- 
pleted about five years after 
with a projected cost of about

fertilizer, you don’t have to buy 
it in the store or have a lawn 
service come out to add ingre- 
dients to enrich your lawn. 

“The mulch can enrich your 
soul just like fertilizer would,” 
Martell said. 

Mulching simply refers to 
any technique whereby orga- 
nic matter is spread in thin 
layers over the surface of the 
ground and left to decompose 
naturally. This technique is the 
easiest way to avoid generat- 
ing organic waste in the first 
place, however it is not practic- 
al for all residents. 

Those who have an abund- 
ance of leaves or grass who 
cannot simply spread them 
over the ground may want to 
use the composting technique. 
It is a process which speeds 


natural decomposition under 
semi-controlled conditions. 

“All you have to do is make a 
storage bin for the yard waste, 
pack it in with a little dirt and 
aerate by moving it and water- 
ing it every few weeks,” Mar- 
tell said. “It’s really a simple 
process.” 

Holding bins can be built for 
relatively little money by using 
chicken wire, scrap wood, 
snow fencing or cinder blocks- 
wire mesh streched on a 
wooden frame would make an 
effective bin- with size depend- 
ing on individual needs. 

The aeration process will 
provide ventilation to the pile 
as the materials are shifted 
from the outer edge to the cen- 
ter where they are better able 
to be heated and break down. 

This method, along with the 
use of a little water, will pro- 
duce usable compost in from 
six months to two years. 

“The more often you turn the 


pile, the sooner you’ll have 
mulch and, if you begin now, it 
could be ready to be put on the 
ground before the snow falls,” 
Martell said. 

This could allow the mulch to 
settle into the ground, en- 
riching the soil under the snow 
which could produce better 
conditions for gardening when 
spring comes. 

Anyone interested in learn- 
ing more about the backyard 
composting process is encour- 
aged to attend the free Back- 
yard Composting Demonstra- 
tion at the Downriver Recycl- 
ing Center, 15100 Northline 
Road in Southgate Oct. 12. 

The event will take place 
from 10 a.m. until noon and 
anyone who comes is eligible to 
win a composting bin for their 
backyard.

Successful student 
gives helpful hints

No one who knows her denies 
she’s a go-getter. 

An athlete and a scholar, 
Robin Meriweather of Romu- 
lus believes you have to be 
agressive to make it in the 
world today and she certainly 
lives by her words. 

For her outstanding 
academic and leadership 
achievements, the 17-year-old 
is the recipient of 10 scho- 
larships and four paid years at 
the University of Michigan. 

Although many of her scho- 
larships, including the $1,000 
given by the publisher of Who’s 
Who Among American High 
School Students, were awarded 
to Meriweather for outstanding 
achievement in academics, ex- 
tracurricular activities, com- 
munity service and athletics, 
they were by no means handed 
to her. 

“I had to go out and find the 
scholarships then write essays 
to tell why I should be a reci- 
pient.” Merriweather said. “It 
was a lot of hard work, but hav- 
ing school paid makes it worth 
the effort.” 

Although she realizes her 
high grades and achievements 
were the keys to her success in 
receiving so much aid, she be- 
lieves that anyone who’s hard- 
working and dedicated may 
have a chance to win a scho- 
larship and urges her peers not 
to count themselves out. 

“Many people don’t go to col- 
lege because they say they 
can’t afford it, but there’s a lot 
of money out there in scho- 
lorships that people can get if 
they are willing to take the 
effort,” she said. 

“If you apply yourself and 
look hard, there are scho- 
larships out there for you,” 
said Jesse Meriweather, prin- 
cipal of Romulus Junior High 
and Robin’s father. “Through 
search and seizure, Robin and 
her mother and I were able to 
find enough scholarships to 
send her through her first year

Youngsters open ears to fire safety

Children and matches are a 
deadly combination. ..and 
when the children do not know 
what to do in case of fire, the 
situation becomes even more 
deadly. 

In an effort to educate chil- 
dren and to stress the import- 
ance of knowing what to do, 
Romulus fire officials are 
spending the week visiting loc- 
al elementary schools. 

“We will be encouraging kids 
to get with their parents to in- 
spect their homes and to map 
out an escape route from affe- 
rent areas in the house,” said 
Romulus Fire Chief William 
Greenslait 

The children are being asked 
to help their parents inspect for 
overloaded electrical circuits 
and extension cords, and to 
check to be sure no flammable 
items are near the hot water 
tank, furnace or space heaters 

They are also being encour- 


aged to identify at least two 
escape routes from each room 
in the house. 

“It’s important that they’re 
aware of how to get out 
quickly.” 

The importance of speaking 
loud and clear when calling the 
emergency 911 number is also 
being stressed. 

“Although we have an en- 
hanced 911 which is able to lo- 
cate where the call is coming 


from, we’re teaching kids that 
it would really help us if they 
speak loud and clear and give 
us all the information they 
possibly can.” Greenslait said. 

“Each year there is a large 
loss of life and property due to 
fire. If we can educate the chil- 
dren as well as the adults these 
figures could drop and more 
people and their homes could 
be saved ”

City of Romulus. Michigan 
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Ronald McDonald 
teaches fire safety

Learning about fire preven- 
tion and practicing the various 
tips could save lives, and 
Ronald McDonald is trying to 
get this message across to 
school children throughout the 
state. 

For more than 12 years, 
McDonald, in conjunction with 
the various local fire depart- 
ments. has been teaching fire 
safety on a level which children 
can understand. 

Recently the Associated 
Newspapers had an interview 
with McDonald who explained 
how he gets the fire prevention 
message across. 

“Ronald McDonald acts as 
the master of ceremonies,” 
McDonald said. “I teach three 
basic lessons to the children on 
fire safety. They really seem to 
understand.” 

The three lessons consist of 
the following: stop-drop-and- 
roll, fire identification and the 
escape plan. 

“Children need to know if for 
some reason they catch on fire, 
they should stop, cover their 
face with their hands, drop to 
the floor and then roll until the 
fire is out,” McDonald said. 

Fire identification consists of 
teaching the children about the 
equipment used by the firefigh- 
ters. If there is a fire in the 
house, children need to under- 
stand the individual in the big 
yellow suit is not Darth Vadar, 
but is someone who they should 
go to for help, according to 
McDonald. 

“During the program at the 
schools, I always ask for a 
volunteer to try on the fire 
equipment so the students will 
be more familiar with the 
equipment, and they won’t be 
scared,” McDonald said. “The 
firefighters from the various 
communities usually have a 
fire truck outside, and when 
I’ve completed my program, 
they let the children take a tour 
of the truck.” 

The third fire prevention les- 
son is based on teaching the 


children the importance of hav- 
ing a fire escape plan at home. 

"When there is a fire, chil- 
dren have the tendency to 
crawl under the bed because 
they are afraid,” McDonald 
said. “I try to teach them to 
have a fire escape plan. I also 
tell them to stay low when there 
is a fire and sleep with the bed- 
room door closed because a 
closed door is your first defense 
against a fire. ” 

McDonald recommends pa- 
rents with small children to 
consider getting an intercom 
system so they can hear the 
child at nighttime. 

An escape plan includes 
knowing two ways to get out of 
a home at all times, according 
to McDonald. If a door is hot, 
don’t touch it. 

The best way to test a door is 
to kneel or crouch at the door 
and reach up high with the back 
of your hand to touch the door, 
the door knob and the space be- 
tween the door and the frame to 
check if any of these areas feel 
hot. If they do, go to the second 
escape exit. 

“Make sure you also have a 
meeting place once you are out- 
side of the house,’’ McDonald 
said. “At least once or twice a 
year families should practice 
their escape plan.” 

Other helpful fire prevention 
tips include: 

•IF YOU ARE TRAPPED and 

can’t get out of a room, close 
the doors between you and the 
fire. Wait at a window where 
the firefighters can see you. If 
there’s a phone in the room, 
call the fire department, and 
tell them exactly where you 
are. 

•IN AN APARTMENT use the 

stairways to leave the building. 
Never use an elevator during a 
fire because it could stop het- 
ween floors or even take you to 
the floor where the fire is 
burning. 

•DON'T GO BACK, NO MAT- 
TER WHAT-Make sure every- 
one in your family knows that 
once they are, out, they must 
not go back for any reason. If

people are trapped, firefigh- 
ters have the best chance of 
rescuing them. 

“I try to tell the children that 


they are more important than a 
stuffed animal because they 
cannot be replaced,” McDo- 
nald said.

In Michigan, fire occurs ev- 
ery nine minutes, someone dies 
as a result of a fire every 36 
-hours and many people in the 
: state face the risk of death or 
linjury from fire because of in- 
operable smoke detectors, 
•according to the Michigan 
;State Police Department. 

One way to protect a family 
against fires is to change the 
batteries on all smoke alarms 
in the home when changing the 
clocks for daylight-saving 
time. 

Here are 10 simple but very 
effective steps to take in as lit- 
tle as five minutes to ensure the 
family is protected by a work- 
ing smoke detector: 

• Change smoke detector 
batteries at least once a year, 
preferably each fall when you 
change your clock back from 
daylight-saving time. 

• Test your smoke detector at 
least once a month by pushing 
the test button or using an 
approved smoke substitute. 

- • Vacuum your smoke detec- 

tor at least once a month to re- 
move dust and cobwebs that 
may impair a detector’s sensi- 
tivity. 

• Install at least one smoke 
^detector on every level of your 
; home, including the basement, 
•for the greatest possible pro- 
‘ tection from fire.

• Place smoke detectors out- 
side all sleeping areas. On 
floors without bedrooms, place 
smoke detectors in living 
rooms or family rooms. (If you 
sleep with your bedroom door 
closed, install a smoke detector 
in your bedroom. 

• Locate basement smoke de- 
tectors close to the stairway 
leading to the floor above. 
Don’t install the detector at the 
top of the basement stairs, 
where dead air may prevent 
smoke from reaching the de- 
tector. 

• Mount smoke detectors on 
walls 4-to-12 inches from the 
ceiling or on ceilings as close to 
the center of the room as 
possible. 

• Avoid placing smoke detec- 
tors in your kitchen where 
cooking smoke may set off nui- 
sance alarms. 

• If cooking smoke or steam 
from a bathroom shower sets 
off your smoke detector, don’t 
disconnect the battery. In- 
stead, simply fan away the 
smoke, open a window or, if 
nuisance alarms are frequent, 
relocate the detector. 

• If your smoke detector 
starts chirping-a signal that 
the batteries are low-replace 
the battery with a fresh one im- 
mediately. Keep fresh batter- 
ies on hand at all times.

Fire prevention 
tips are offered 


Imagine coming home to find 
charred remains in place of 
your home. 

Nearly all of the 36,000 indi- 
viduals who had this tragic ex- 
perience never imagined that 
such a tragedy might affect 
them. Fire does not discrimin- 
ate among victims. 

Fire could strike any home at 
any time. But fire officials are 
quick to explain that the more 
careful homeowners are, the 
less likely it is they will experi- 
ence the loss a home fire can 
cause. 

Since 1922, Fire Prevention 
Week has been a time when fire 
officials take the effort to make 
the public more aware of the 
dangers of fire and what can be 
done to prevent them. 

This year, the theme is “Fire 
won’t wait - Plan your escape. ” 
And once you’ve made plans, 
perhaps following the tips be- 
low will prevent you from hav- 
ing to use them. 


-Be sure that a detector is in- 
stalled on every' floor and that 
batteries are not running low. 
-Check extension cords for 
frays and check electrical out- 
lets to be sure they are not over- 
loaded. 

-Set water heater at 130 de- 
grees or below. 

-Keep fire extinquishers 
handy. 

-Keep flashlights in designated 
places. 

-Keep emergency numbers 
near the telephone. 

“Each year, there’s a large 
loss of lives and property due to 
fires,” Greenslait said. “If 
everyone would take the time 
to inspect their homes and re- 
main aware, these figures 
could drop and lives could be 
saved.” 

Don’t become one in the sta- 
tistics. Do what you can to pre- 
vent fires before they have a 
chance to take over your home, 
he cautioned.

Residential fires occur the 
most frequently, according to 
statistics and the five most 
common types are: 

•-Suspicious fires-it is sus- 
pected someone started the fire 
deliberately. 

•-Undetermined cause. 

• -Unattended-leaving a 
potential fire unwatched. 

•-Lack of maintenance or 
short circuit. •-Abandoned 
smoking material. 

Wayne Deputy Fire Director 
Wayne Bennett believes care- 
less kitchen use is also a big 
problem. He advises residents 
to never leave a stove un- 
attended. He also suggested 
frequent cleaning of th lint trap 
on the dryer. 

Residential fires in Western 
Wayne County have been 
greatly reduced since smoke 
detector laws have been 
enacted. “Every residential 
area must have smoke detec- 
tors by law,” Bennett said.

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Levin opens meetings 


Congressman Sander Levin 
(D-17th District) is hitting the 
Town Meeting circuit to drum 
up support for legislation that 
would force the Bush Adminis- 
tration to provide financial 
assistance to low-income Medi- 
care beneficiaries. 

Levin is conducting a series 
of town meetings this weekend 
and he will continue to stage 
them next weekend to highlight 
problems with the health care 
system, and such domestic 
issues as unemployment and 
crime. 

The local lawmaker was in 
Inkster yesterday. 

The town meetings focusing 
specifically on health care will 
take place at 10 a m. Oct. 12 in 
Dearborn Heights, and at 3:30 
p.m. Oct. 13 in Royal Oak. 

In preparation for upcoming 
House hearings on health care 
reform initiatives. Levin also 
will convene several hundred 
health care professionals and 
business representatives to 
discuss ways to improve ac- 
cess to affordable quality 
health care. The meeting will 
take place 4 p.m. Oct. 11 in 
Southfield. 

In the meantime, Levin 
pointed out that a recent sur- 
vey showed that half of the 
seniors eligible for the Medi- 
care program are not receiving 
the benefits to which they arae 
entitled. 

Levin has introduced legisla- 
tion that would require the 
Health Care Financing Admi- 
nistration (HCFA) to provide 
better information to Medicare 
beneficiaries about their rights 
under the existing Qualified 
Medicare Beneficiary (QMB) 
program. 

The QMB program pays the 
Medicare premiums and co- 
payments for eligible benefi- 
ciaries. 

A Families/USA study con- 
ducted earlier this year pointed 
out that '‘half of the seniors 
eligible for the program are not 
receiving their benefits”. 

Also, according to the study, 
75 percent of eligible Michigan 
seniors, or about 83,000 people, 
are not receiving the benefits to

which they are entitled. Only 
five states ranked worse than 
Michigan. 

In July, Levin joined his col- 
leagues on the Ways and Means 
Health Subcommittee in send- 
ing a letter to Dr. Louis Sulli- 
van, secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, urging him to rectify the 
situation. 

Because the administration 
has taken no action, Levin 
joined more than 30 of his 
House colleagues in supporting 
this legislation. 

‘‘This situation illustrates 


how the needs of low-income 
Americans, and the low- 
income elderly are repeatedly 
being neglected by the admi- 
nistration,” Levin said. “This 
legislation will help resolve the 
problem.” 

In the meantime, Democrats 
in the state House are prepar- 
ing to fight Gov. Engler and the 
Department of Social Services 
for their reductions in social 
services. 

‘‘The cuts in Medicaid, when 
combined with the elimination 
of home help or home chore 
services,” noted state rep. 
James Kosteva (D-37th Dis- 
trict) may push many frail 
seniors out of their homes and 
into more costly hospitals and 
nursing homes.” 

Kosteva pointed out that 
“similarly ironic is the gov- 
ernor's elimination of General 
Assistance for 90,000 people 
45,000 in Wayne County - and 
work incentives for 40,000 
AFDC working mothers, while 
he continues to oppose any 
meaningful job training/edu- 
cational program to help these 
individuals and families. 

“Tougher times are clearly 
ahead for many Michigan tesi- 
dents with limited means to 
cope,” Kosteva warned.

All in the way 
you look at it 

If you refuse to buy a new car, you ’re cheap. If I won t pay 
the price, it’s because I manage my money well. 

If you and your spouse take separate vacations, you're split- 
ting up. If my spouse and I do it, it’s because we’re forward 
thinking and secure in our relationship. 

If you tell off the boss, you have a hot temper you can’t 
control. If I do it, I'm assertive. 

If your checking account is overdrawn, you 're careless with 
money. If it happens to me, it’s because I'm just so terribly 
busy. 

Whatever the situation, the interpretation can differ depend- 
ing on who is involved. That is somewhat the situation adminis- 
trators in the Wayne-Westland school district discovered last 
week when auditors confirmed a $4 million reserve in the 
school bank accounts. 

Administrators and officials were at first elated to learn that 
the extraordinary measures taken last year had produced the 
desired effect. What they considered good fiscal management 
had produced this fund balance and would allow the district to 
continue to function, pay bills and offer programs to district 
students. 

Those extraordinary efforts also produced a great deal of 
gossip and conjecture. 

Critics of the school district leaped on the auditor’s findings 
pointing with glee to the fund balance as proof positive of 
wrongdoing, duplicity and deceit in the millage election last 
June. They screamed foul and interpreted the auditor’s find- 
ings in a way that would make local administrators look some- 
what akin to junk bond traders. 

And local gossips lapped it up like a cat might relish a bowl of 
cream. 

Why? Why is the negative so much more appealing to the 
human condition than the positive. Why is the worst possible 
interpretation of any given situation ever so much more in- 
teresting than the truth or a reasonable facsimile thereof? Why 
is gossip and conjecture, mixed with a good dose of scandal, so 
much more interesting over lunch or coffee than talking about 
what a fine job someone does? 

Perhaps because of the human condition. Perhaps because 
in the current economic times, we need someone to blame for 
the escalating prices and the limit on our disposable income. 
Perhaps because if we can find someone to blame for the 
problem, we do not have to accept any responsibility. And of 
course, the more criticism we can heap on another, the better 
person we are. 

We think that’s wrong. We think this gossip is hurtful to both 
the administrators and teachers in the district and to the com- 
munity itself. We think this unwarranted criticism of these 
people in this type of public forum, for this long, is counterpro- 
ductive and harmful to the students and the entire area. 

We think the clear and unquestioned findings of the profes- 
sional auditing firm, Plante Moran, should be accepted as 
should the comments of that auditor. Plante Moran is present- 
ly employed by more than 40 school districts throughout the 
state. According to a spokesman, the average school district 
has about 8.5 percent of the annual budget in reserve. The 
reserve at Wayne-Westland is, at $4 million, 5 percent which 
makes it one of if not the lowest in the state. 

So, as district administrators were cheering and feeUng 
some satisfaction and pride in the accomplishment of the diffi- 
cult measures implemented and financial management of the 
district, opponents and critics found even more fuel for the 
fires of discontent and dissention which are perpetually fanned 
by gossip and misunderstandings. 

The scandal and conjecture about wrongdoing do provide a 
valuable service for many, however. There is now someone to 
blame for the lack of tax money to support our children’s 
education. 

When funding is tight due to rising economic costs and infla- 
tion which affects the salaries of teachers, administrators, bus 
drivers and janitors, when it costs more for school supplies, 
ane when gasoline to run the buses is far more costly than 
before, there must be some reason there isn’t enough money in 
the school treasury to cover the cost. It must be somebody’s 
fault. 

When your child isn ’t properly educated it ’s bee a use you ’re too 
cheap to vote for a tax rate to pay for it. When my child's 
education isn’t what it should be, it's because the district is run 
by crooks.

the same service goals. Our 
managers who work so 
diligently and so tirelessly are 
truly a special group of people.

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Job training program gets reforms

Major changes were 
approved last week to the 
eight-year-old Job Training 
Partnership Act (JTPA) by 
members of the House Com- 
mittee on Education and 
Labor, chaired by Congress- 
man William D. Ford (D- 
Taylor). 

The JTPA is a cooperative 
program between the federal 
government and businesses to 
provide job services to dislo- 
cated workers. 

“These reforms are especial- 
ly important as more and more 
Michigan communities are 
looking to the JTPA for assist- 
ance in the face of growing un- 
employment rates. These im- 
provements should remove 
any doubt or cynicism over this 
program’s ability to serve the 
people who need it the most, 
our disadvantaged and dislo- 
cated workers,” said Ford. 

In southeastern Michigan, 
the three service delivery 
areas covering Ford’s 15th 
Congressional District trained 
and placed more than 2,500 dis- 
located workers in 1990. In 
addition, some 3,200 younger 
residents were served by JTPA 
youth programs, including 
efforts to keep them in school 
and off the dropout rolls. 


“This is one part of the safety 
net that really works.” said 
Ford, ‘‘and our action last 
week makes it that much stron- 
ger. I look forward to the Sen- 
ate’s action, and I hope the 
administration will sign up, 
too. The workforce is looking to 
us for help.” 

The job training reform 
amendments include: 

• On-the-job training sub- 
sidies must be limited to the 
duration of time needed for ac- 
quiring skills for the job, with 
the subsidy never to exceed six 
months. 

• The legislation will also re- 
quire the Department of Labor 
to implement policies to ensure 
that on-the-job training (OJT) 
subsidies are not to be renewed 
for employers who exhibit a 
pattern of failing to retain OJT 
participants. 

• The bill prohibits use of 
JTPA funding for so-called em- 
ployment-generating and other 
activities which do not provide 
training leading directly to 
jobs. The legislation explicitly 
prohibits any assistance to 
establishments taking jobs out 
of one area to another. 

• Training resources will be 
targeted on the hard-to-serve 
in order to end the practice of 
“creaming” participants. Job 
training programs have too

Seven steps

Your family physician is a skilled 
advisor when you want to stay 
healthy and an important ally when 
you are ill or injured. 

Beyond diagnosing and treating 
common ailments, a family physician 
protects you by preventing or 
detecting major health problems. 
Periodic physical exams allow your 
physician to note changes in your 
health, leading to early detection and 
prompt treatment. 

If you are ID. your physician 
consults with specialists and. if 
necessary, refers you to another 
doctor for more intense care. Even 
so, your personal physician guides 
and coordinates your care. 

LONG TERM RELATIONSHIP 

Because you expect a long 
relationship with your family 
physician, you should select your 
doctor wisely. Here are some Ups to 
consider when you’re seeking a new 
family physician: 

• Convenience. Your physician’s 
office Should be close to home for 
easy access. Office hours should fit 
your schedule. 

• Comfort. You must be 
comfortable with your doctor. You 
need to talk freely about problems 
that may affect your health. 


• Credentials. Your physician 
should have the proper education, 
experience, and professional 
affiliations. Generally, a physician on 
staff at an accredited hospital meets 
acceptable standards and 
qualifications. 

• Specialties. It is beneficial if 
your physician has a special interest 
in the kinds of health problems you 
may be encountering. For example, 
some family doctors have particular 
expertise in caring for women, 
athletes, or older adults. 

• References. Your family, 
friends, or another trusted physician 
are good resources in helping tollnd 
a family doctor. Another source is a 
hospital-sponsored physician referral 
service. 

• Referrals. You should be 
confident your family physician will 
work within his or her capabilities 
and. if the need arises, will refer you 
to an appropriate specialist in a 
timely manner. 

• Fees. Before you see a new 
physician, ask about costs and 
payment. Check to see whether your 
insurance is accepted. 

ASK QUESTIONS 

Don't be shy about asking 
questions of your doctor or the office 
staff. Most family physicians 
encourage discussion of these 
coneems-and others-with their patients.

• The bill requires that the 
majority of allocated funds be 
used for training. Limits are 
placed on administrative costs, 
which cannot exceed 20 percent 
of allocations. Up to 30 percent 
may be used for supportive and 
training-related services. 
Each individual’s need for 
training and services must be 
assessed upon entry into the 
program, and a service 
strategy developed for the par- 
ticipant. 

• This legislation mandates 
contracting procurement re- 
forms and requires strict cost 
accounting, in response to re- 
commendations resulting from 
audit reviews by the General 
Accounting Office and the De- 
partment of Labor Inspector 
General. 

The overall goal of the im- 
proved JTPA is to have more 
services directed toward peo- 
ple that really need them, Ford 
concluded.

Officials at Pontiac are pre- 
dicting the totally re-designed 
Bonneville and Grand Am will 
help the car company exceed 
1991 sales. 

“Both vehicles have been 
restyled this year,” said Dan 
Bogarin, sales manager of Jim 
Bradley Pontiac in Ann Arbor. 
“We’re pretty excited about 
the cars. 

“Pontiac is predicting a 44 
percent increase in sales for 
the Grand Am over last year. 
They are also predicting an 80

This year Bonneville turns 35 
years old. The car was first 
announced in 1957. Standard fe- 
atures on the Bonneville are a 
driver’s side air bag, power 
windows, power door locks 
with rear-door child-security 
locks, air conditioning and 
much more. 

Also standard with all Bonne- 
villes is an enhanced 3800 
Series V-6 engine with horse- 
power boosted to 170 hp from 
1991’s 165 hp with a 1 mpg im- 
provement to 28 mpg on EPA- 


estimated highway mileage. 

The SSEi comes with a stan- 
dard supercharged 3800 series 
which delivers 205 hp. 

“This year the main theme is 
safety,” Bogarin said. “The 
cars have better protection for 
the occupants.” 

A driver-side air bag is stan- 
dard for the cars but a passen- 
gers-side airbag is available; 
for the Bonneville SSEi, 
according to Bogarin. 

Bogarin is also excited about 
the design changes on the 
Grand Am, which he called the 
“most popular car” sold by 
Pontiac. 

“We just started getting 
them in,” he said. ‘‘We had two 
and they sold the first day we 
put them out on the showroom 
floor.” 

Bogarin said that Pontiac 
officials are predicting that 
sales for the company will be 
up 25 percent compared to last 
year. 

"We’re looking forward to a 
good year,” Bogarin said. “As 
a whole, across the board, the 
Pontiac line product sales 
should increase by 25 percent.”-

Ford Club Wagon is all new for 1992

The fourth generation Ford 
Econoline Van and Club Wagon 
for 1992 have been completely 
redesigned for the first time 
since the late 1970s. They are 
quieter, better handling, better 
riding, more comfortable vehi- 
cles than their predecessors. 

“The new E-150 and E-250 
Vans and Club Wagon--the first 
full-sized passenger wagon and 
vans to offer driver side air 
bags to supplement safety 
belts-mark the first time in 17 
years Ford has redesigned the 
Econoline passenger wagons, 
vans and chassis,” said Ross 
H. Roberts, Ford vice presi- 
dent and Ford Division general 
manager. “For 1992, these are 
new state-of-the-art vehicles, 
incorporating all of the things 
responsible for Econoline’s 
success over the years with the 
features today’s truck buyers 
expect, such as contemporary 


styling and car-like comfort 
and convenience.” 

According to Jim Cowden, 
General Sales Manager of 
Jorgensen Ford, the vehicles 
haven’t changed for 17 years 
because, “It’s kind of hard to 
change the configuration of a 
van and wagon. People get 
tired of looking at it year in and 
year out. This is a revolution- 
ary change. It’s a totally diffe- 
rent vehicle inside and out.” He 
adds, “This is a very sophisti- 
cated society. They know the 
vehicles haven’t changed and 
their ready for it. The public 
appeal is very acceptable.” 

Since the introduction of the 
new vehicles Sept. 26, they 
have been receiving a lot of in- 
terest and are expected to do 
very well. Jorgensen Ford in 
Detroit received two club 
wagons amd two cargo vans. 
Out of the four they have 
already delivered three and a 
deal is being worked on the 
fourth, according to Cowden. 


"We have a club wagon sit- 
ting on the showroom floor and 
people go right to it when they 
walk in,” Cowden said. 

The Ford Econoline Van was 
introduced in 1961 to meet 
growing commercial needs for 
this type of vehicle. Today it 
accounts for about 40 percent of 
total sales in the full-sized van 
segment of the market. The 
Econoline Club Wagon was in- 
troduced in 1962 as a passenger 
and load-carrying vehicle with 
light-truck towing capabilities. 
Ford invented the van and the 
station wagon and claims to 
sell more of them than any 
other manufacturer. 

There are many advantages 
and improvements to the new 
models. They have a lot more 
aerodynamic styling which 
makes it fuel effecient. “They 
have a new look, are more 
roomy and ride better. They 
are fantastic vehicles,” said 
Cowden. “We are anticipating 
very good sales.”

There seems to be one prob- 
lem with the redesigned Cadil- 
lacs for 1992.
